Text of the German Protest. 


The German protest,. which was dated 
Jan. 10, reads: 

“The French Ambassador and imme- 
diately’ afterward the “Belgian Chargé 
d’ Affaires in Berlin have this afternoon 
informed*the German” Minister for For- 
eign Affairs in writing and orally; that 
France and Belgium, because, af the de- 
faults declared by the Reparation’ Com- 
mission as committed. by.

and reduce them so far as possible to 
simple English ‘stripped of tectini¢gali- 
ties: In doing this. those entrusted: with 
the work will draw up a restatement 
of Various portions of the law, which, 
after proper, examination and approval, 
will be submitted for the guidance of 
lawyers and judges. It is tentatively 
proposed that the. principles\ of law set 
forth in the restatement may ‘be adopted 
by the Legislatures to give them the:

THE NON-PARTISAN ASSOCIATION. 
' It is. coincidence which must puzzle 
Europeans that, on the day of the 
President’s order for the withdrawal of 
our’troops from’ Europe, ** seven hun- 
dred and fifty American citizens ” 
should have gathered in the City of 
New; York to form an association for 
promoting closer relations with Euro- 
pean peoples. It was a non-partisan 
meéting. Ex-tJustice CLARKE Ieft the 
Supreme Bench in order. to devote 
himself to this cduse. With him as 
President of the Council was the At- 
torney General under. President’ Tarr, 
Mr. Wrcksrsham, and as Chairman 
of the Executive Committee Everett 
Coney, a member of the Republican 
National Committee from 1916 to 1920. 
The. non-partisan character of this 
movement was further evidenced by 
the presence of men’and women repre- 
senting varied views on other political 
‘questions, who were united in the de- 
sire not only for an “ association,” or 
for some form of international “ co- 
operation,” but specifically for en-

William H, Moore, one of the best 
known ‘lawyers in the United States 
and who was active in the organiza- 
tion of many ‘large corporations, died 
suddenly last night at his home, 4 East 
Fifty-fourth Street. ‘Mr. Moore, who 
was known as Judge Moore, had been ill 
from heart disease for the last three 
months, but had. been’ thought re- 
covering. 

Aside from his legal work, Mr. Moore 
was known internationally as a breeder, 
and .exhibitor of thoroughbred -horses. 


Nearly every horse show held in this 


country. and many of those staged 
abroad had éntries in his name and his 
trophies and blue ribbons were many. 

Mr. Moore came from a family that for 
forty years had been well known in New 
England, tracing its linéage from’ Colo- 
hial days.
